Denver, Colo.. Aug. 2G.—Benzonte of 


soda as the preservative moat com- 
monly used in manufactured food pro- 
ducts was put on trial before the con- 
vention of the association of state and 
national food and dairy departments 
today. 


The opposing forces were the gov- 


ernment's chemical experts. Including 
members of the Remsen referee board, 
who contended 
that benzoate was 


harmless, and some of the 200 state 
food commissioners and agricultural- 
ists delegated to the convention. 


Secretary of Agriculture James Wil- 


son was an Interested spectator. Near 
him sat Dr. Ira Remsen, of Baltimore, 
Md.; Dr. Russell H. Chlr.tenden, of 
New Haven, Conn.: Dr. John H. Long, 
of Evanston. 111., and Dr. Christian H, 
Herter. of New York city, all. mem- 
bers of the "referee board" of consult- 
ing scientific experts appointed by 
President Roosevelt to settle the dis- 
puted points in the federal pure food 
law. ' Each member of'the board read 
a -papier- upholding their 'conclusions 
that benzoate. when used In food in 
moderate quantities is harmless.

Frenchman Stays in the Air 


in Monoplane Until His 


Fuel is Gone. 


Betheny Aviation Field, Rheims, Aug. 


26.—The fifth day of aviation week 
established new records for the dis- 
tance covered in an aeroplane of. eith- 
er the biplane or monoplano type as 
well as the breaking of the record for 
length of time in the air in a mono- 
plane, by Hubert Latham, the French 
aviator. 


Latham remained in the air for two 


hours IS minutes 9 3-5 seconds and 
covered a distance of 154 kilometers, 
375 meters (95 miles and 3,897 feet.) 


Paulhan'j Honors Brief. 


The previous record for both time 


and distance In a biplane was made 
yesterday by Paulhan another French- 
man who covered 133 kilometers 
meters (83.07 miles) in two hours 53 
minutes 24 seconds. The previous rec- 
ord for sustained flight In a mono- 
plane was one hour t minutes and 37 
seconds made by Latham himself on 
June 5 of this year. 


Previous to the performances of yes- 


terday and today the official record for 
both time and distance in aeroplane 
was held by the Wright brothers who 
have done 73 miles In 2 hours 20 min- 
utes 23 1-5 seconds. 
The unofficial 


time record made by Roger Sommer 
was 2 ' hours 27 minutes • 15 seconds. 
Sommer used a biplane.

Latham broke a wing of his ma-

cupants congratulated him 
warmly. 


Latham made the round of the course 
15 times and after passing the finish 
mark for the last time traveled a dis- 
tance of four kilometers and 375 met- 
ers before landing. 


The aviator returned to his shed In 


an automobile. As he passed in front 
of the tribunes, the inevitable cigarette 
in his lips he was given a tremendous 
ovation. He said he had a lighted be- 
cause his gasolene 
-was exhausted. 


"But I will take more next time" he 
added laughingly. 


Bleriot Gets .Gay. 


As Bleriot was returning late this 


afternoon 'from a practice flight he 
attempted, in a spirit of bravado, to 
land In front of the tribune, but mis- 
calculated his speed and smashed his 
way through a fence. The spectators 
.fled in panic as the aeroplane swooped 
down, and only a few of them were 
knocked over.

The address of Prof. Fisher was de-

the farmer is tho moving spirit, there 
are various factors aiding him in this 
production.of wealth. 


Some Factors That Help. 


• He divded these assisting factors 
into two classes—natural and arti- 
ficial. In the natural factors 
Prof. 


Fisher listed air, water, temperature, 
the bacterial life In the soil, and ani- 
mal life, including the 
earthworms, 


the insects, the birds and the burrow- 
ing animals. . Among the artificial 
factors Prof. Fisher catalogues labor- 
saving 
machinery,, the 
results of 


scientific 
research, 
irrigation, plant 


and animal breeding, and the control 
of infections, and contagious diseases. 
The various educational institutions 
also contribute as artificial factors— 
the 
agricultural colleges with .. their 


more than 10,000 students annually, 
the experimental stations, the farm- 
ers' Institutes, the, corn, fruit, soil and 
dairy trains which spread expert in- 
formation among the farmers, all con- 
tribute directly or indirectly to his 
success. 


Some of 'the problems confronting 


the farmer of today were sketched 
briefly. The speaker cited the matter 
o£ increasing the productivity of the 
soil and the getting of crops better 
adapted to soil and climatic condi- 
tions. He urged the reforestation of 
land not fitted for crop purposes, and 
said this work must' devolve upon the 
Individual farmer. It matters not, he 
said, how much the government may- 
legislate and set apart specific tracts 
of land to be planted with trees, the 
work must have the co-operation of 
the actual farmer, or it will amount (o 
but little.

American Bar Association 


Hears Report of Its 


Committee. 


Detroit, Mich.. Aug. 26.—At today's 


session of the annual convention of 
the American Bar association the 
committee appointed two years ago to 
Consider the matter of unnecessary 
cost and delays in litigation, submit- 
ted a report in which it advocates a 
gradual but sweeping reform In judi- 
cial procedure. 


The committee reported satisfactory 


progress in bringing to the attention 
ot congress proposed laws to authorize 
the appointment of official stenogra- 
phers for United States courts and to 
fix their compensation; to limit the 
setting aside of verdicts on error .un- 
less the error complained of shall ap- 
pear to have resulted in a miscar- 
rlage-of justice, and to permit the use 
of authorized, printed copies of rec- 
ords In appealing cases Instead of 
written or typewritten manuscripts. 


Further, the committee outlined- the 


general principles on which It consid- 
ered a reorganization of statn courts 
should eventually be effected. 


One Great Stjite Court. 


"Tha whole judicial power of each 


state." says the 'report, "at least for 
civil causes., should he vested In one 
great court, of which all tribunals 
should be branches, departments ,or 
divisions. The business as well as the 
judicial administration of this court 
should ba thoroughly organized so as 
to prevent not merely waste of judi- 
cial power, but all needless clerical 
work, duplication, of papers and rec- 
ords and the like, thus obviating ex- 
pense to litigants and cost to the pub- 
lic. 
' "This court should have three chief 
branches—county 
courts, 
including 


municipal courts, a superior -court of 
first instance and a single ultimate 
court of appeals. All judges should be 
judges of the whole court, assigned to 
some branch or locality but eligible 
and liable to sit In any other branch 
when called upon to do so. Supervi- 
sion of the whole court should be com- 
mitted to some high official of the 
court who would be responsible for 
failure to utilize the Judicial power 'Of 
the state effectively." 
• 


Judge for Each Branch.. 


The committee suggests that a simi- 


lar .official, who should be a Judge, not 
.a clerk, should act In each branch or 
division and 'hat In like manner, the 
clerical and stenographic force should 
be under the supervision of a respon- 
sible officer with suitable subordinate 
supervision officials.

many other representative stocks. Includ- 
ing New York Central. Reading, Southern 
Pacific. Great Northern preferred, the 
Ore Certificates, Erie, Consolidated Gas, 
Colorado Fuel and National Lead. 


Union Pacific went tumbling down to 


201, making Its loss 4% points, which had 
a very bad effect on the rest of the 
list. Indications that Inside Interests ap- 
peared to be willing to let prices take 
their course and not Inclined to bolster 
up .the market much discouraged the 
bulls and .enabled the bears to shake out 
considerable long stock. Every stock of 
marked .Influence .was down a point or 
more. Bailies were only a. temporary re- 
lief, for as -soon- as the shorts stopped 
buying prices broke again. 
The chief 
losses were Union Pacific preferred 3%, 
Southern Pacific 3%, Great Northern Ore 
Certificates 3%, Consolidated Gas 2%, 
American Smelting~2%, Heading 2%, New 
York Central and Northwestern 2. At 11 
o'clock Union 'Pacific had recovered to

lock for the moment when Union Pacific- 
hit 201 and - there ' was a:' subsequent 
gradual recovery until the list was from 
1 to 1% points above the low prices. As 
prices declined speculative sentiment be- 
ceame.more cheerful, but it received a 
decided chill again about .11:30 o'clock 
when the big selling was renewed. Blocks 
of from 1,000 to 5,000 shares were pressed 
for sale and Union Pacific broke to 200%. 
The rest of the list, however, did not go 
below the previous low prices.
